“TRIAL OF JESUS” 
BASED ON BIBLE 


Description of John Masefield’s 
New Play, Which Has Won 
Praise of Critics.

LONDON, May 13.—John Mase- 
field’s new play, “The Trial of Je- 
sus,”’ follows closely the story and 


at times even the language of the 


| Scriptures. Some critics who saw 


| the performance in the theater of 


his house near Oxford last Sunday 
declare the beauty of his poetry, 
| however, gave the story a fresh, 
| new vividness. . 
| The play opens with a prayer in 
monologue calling upon divine en- 
ergy, divine beauty and helpers 
who attend mankind. This is fol- 
lowed by a prologue showing the 
tarden of Gethsemane, where 
there is an angelic figure which 
speaks of hideous sufferings which 
await Jesus unless he takes the 
easy course of avoiding pain by 
submitting to his enemies. During 
this recital Jesus remains for the 
most part silent. Then Judas leads 
ig agents of the Sanhedrin. Peter 
makes a brief struggle and Jesus is 
carried away. 

This is the ending of the pro- 
logue, followed by a chorus of men 
and women chanting a poem on 
the history, of Christ's life. 

Then the first act opens with the 
courthouse of the chief priests. 
Jesus is brought in and Judas gives 
evidence. After another interlude 
by a chorus, there follows a scene 
showing the courthouse of the 
Roman Governor, Pilate. The same 
act depicts Jesus mocked with a 
crown of thorns, a reed scepter, 
and the purple robes of an em- 
peror. 

Pilate at first is willing to urge 
every plea on behalf of Jesus but 
finally, and partly owing to Christ's 
refusal to answer charges, he or- 
ders Jesus to be scourged and in a 
terrible scene the latter is brought 
back half dead with suffering. 

Then Barabbas is- released: the 
sentence of death against Jes is 
solemnly pronounced; the inscrip- 
tion is written; Mary, hig mother, 
is driven away; and the act ends in 
a climax as, with shoute of mock- 
ery, soldiers and Jews hurry Jesus 
off to execution. 

In the last act Pilate’s wife hears 
from a Centurion an account of the 
crucifixion. 

Some comic relief is giveh to the 
tragedy by the appearance of Her- 
od, who thanks Pilate for having 
fulfilled the wishes of the Jews. 
Herod is depicted as ai eynical 
pleasure lover and an epicurean of 
the lowest type. 

Finally, there is an epilogue 
showing the spiritual form risen to 
spiritual power over the future 
world.
